This regulation will not involve citizens of the Commonwealth as it implements provisions of the
Code of Virginiathat alow non-residents to obtain permits. Those out of state individuals will
be required to undergo background screening and pay afeein order to obtain a permit to carry a
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concealed weapon in Virginia. The advantages to the agency are uniform procedures although
the cost authorized by Code will not cover cost incurred even if the maximum amount allowed

by Code is charged.
